We uliservo tluit an attoiui>t is being 
iiuido to prejudice the Government iu 
tlie vlow of the public by tlio nssertioii 
tliut tlie rourriinsLMiUMit iif tlic tiixi'S on 
timber iiuiUl'.s it iiiiiKissihli- for liinilicr- 
iwii opoiiitioiis to be carriod on i)i'otit- 
;il)l.v. 'I'lio mnnner iu %vJiich tho sub- 
jut is piLtJoiiteil in tlie press would 
lead ouo to suppose tluit mills are bt-iiiu' 
flosi'd <lo\vii ami largo iiivostiiioiUs of 
capital eiilier lost or rendered uuprotit- 
able. But a little inquiry shows tliat 
it is notliiug of tlie kind. Tlio whole 
matter, when exaniino'l, is found to 
arise from tliL- I'ael that some jiartii'S 
I'roMi tlie other .side of tlie Uouiidary 
inuc,hase<l some timber lands on Vau- 
ecuver Island with the intention of log- 
ging tlieni und shipping the logs to the 
United States for maiiufaeture there. 
1'hey have not ereeted a mill in this 
I'roviiice, n^ir have they ever bad any 
intention of doing so, the present eon- 
di Lions making it more prolituble to tJiip 
the logs across the Hue, uuumfaeturo 
■them into lumlier ami tlieii disjiose of 
tlie product either there or in I'aiiada, 
as the current niurket quotations may 
make ithem .more prolituble, since, un- 
fortnnately for Ciiniidian millowuers, 
ilie Dominion liseal poliey gives no pro- 
tcetion to thoiu against their Aiiu-ricaii 
competitors, altliough the latter are jiro- 
tccted by the United' States tariff from 
the competition of Canadian lumber in 
their lioiiu' marliets. 

We iiiid, therefore, that the eoiiiiilaiut 
now made is bucsetl on liie fact that 
these poitles cannot profitably do what 
it has bceii' felt for a long time it was 
not in the interest of tlie rroviiue 
should be done — that is, export mir Injrs 
for manufacture abroad. It is interest- 
ing to obser\e thut while one section 
of llie Government's critics is o]ipose<l 
to the legislatimi enacli'd tliis se.ssioii 
to prevent tlie <'Xportati(in of logs, iin- 
otlier t^ectiou of tlie Opposition is con- 
demning the Government because it has 
not made that legislation more drastic 
•■us regards a larger increase in tlie taxes 
or iDiyalty on tim.l)er. Tlie i)oliey adopt- 
I'll liy the (j'overnment is entirely in line 
■Willi that carried out so successfully 
by the t)iilaTio (loveniiiu lit willi a view 
to develop the <iomeslic milling' indus- 
try. In that I'roviiice the result lias 
been i)raeti<-ally to transfer the niiiliiig 
iK(hi>try from the riiilud States to Can- 
ada, so far as tlie industry was depeiid- 
eut on Canadian logs for its operation. 
PoubtlCKS the same results will be at- 
tained liere. Imlecd, to a certain ex- 
tern, this has already been acliieveJ by 
the jiartial legislation in that direction 
of l\vo years ago, and the legislation 
just passed will tend to secure more 
comiiletely the object ainieil at — that 
the benelit derivalile from the ntiliy.a- 
tion of our wealtli in fori'sts slioulil, as 
far as possible, be kept for this I'rov- 
iiice and not allowed to go to a for- 
eign coniilry. lOxcept for the aiiioimt 
of taxes that inav lie (■■illerti.i the 
limher, ihe heni'Iit that the (■om iini nil y 
i^eceivis from the di'veldpineiit of our 
linilier weallh consists in tlie nnjuey 
put into circulation by the payment of 
wages and the purchase of supplies re- 
quired in the process of niaiiuf.'ict ure, 
iiDiu the cniiing of the logs rlown tij 
the <uitiint of the liiiished liimiicr pro- 
duots. If the logs ure exported uud 
the milling done abroad, only the t^mal- 
ler portion of the expenditure .-leci-ues 
to the Province. l'"(ireign wor!<iiien 
earn a iiveliliood by the manufacture 
of our logs; towns und cities in a for- 
eigU' country nro built up by being the 
seats of inilling industries founded on 
llie f.icilily for getting Canadian jo;,.,. 
I'opiilar ojiinion lias for years been op- 
IMjsed ito this aiTougemeut, especially u« 
tlie present Dominion liscal imlicy gives 
the American lumberman free access to 
the (.'aimdiun markets, while liis <.'an- 
adian rival is carefully excluded from 
like fieedom of access to the America.n 
market. It is Avortliy of note that the 
persons making the complaint to whicli 
we have referred, themselves raise this 
ivoint as an argument against Imihling 
a mill in Uritish Coliiiiiiiia to manufac- 
ture their logs, becauMe, they say, and 
very truly, that by manufacturing them 
on thi' other s-'ide of the Boundary they 
liavi; hoili the American and the Can- 
adian market availal/le. It wonl<l he 
dillieult to lind a stronger iii-gument in 
favor of tlie Government's recent legis- 
lation than is tints presented by the 
w<irds of its intercsteil critics. 

\\'e see also that coniiilaiiil is made 
that longer notice was not given of 
tlio inteaitlon to intcrposo obstacles to 
'the exportation of logs. Doubtlc«.s it 
WDiihl have suited some inlerests bet- 
ter 'had any ac'.ioii lu'eii postpiuied until 
t.lie timbir eoiild have been cut und the 
logs exported. Tho Government would 
then" have been In .the position of lock- 
ing 'the stable door when the horse bad 
gone, but that, we trust, will not he 
found to be tlie niethoil of the present 
"•'Govornmeut., There has been too nvuch 
of that kind of thing hi ithe'pnst! Hut 
to ^ay that this legislation is n siirjirisc 
.;ind soiiu'thiiig that no one expected, 
■is t.> show tli:it there are sonie people 
who vio not follow intelligently the trend 



pressed iu the lieglslaturo' and ' ' clse- 
whoro. During every session of the 
last Purliameut, the Opposition persist- 
ently urged thut steps should be taken 
to necure for , the Province, ;^aU'\^tt>? 
benefit that would bo derived by 'the 
niaaufaeturo of our timber within' our 
own Imrders. ■ilr. Tatlow, the present 
Minister ot Finance, urge<l' this course 
very strongly during ouch session, ns 
can be seen by a reference to the re- 
cords ot' 'the legislative proceedings. Al- 
though action was only taken to a 
partial extent in making the industry 
contribute more lar.gely to the pulilie 
resources, the public sentiment was 
strongly in favor of the poliey thus lul- 
vocated, and it must hiive been appar- 
ent to anyone that the accession of the 
Opposition to power implied that ef- 
fect would he given to the lino of pol- 
icy thus indicateil. There is no ques- 
tion that public opinion will bo over- 
whelmingly ill favor of a poUcy that will 
hriiig all tlie revenue pos^ble to the 
rrovineial treasury from our vnlunblu 
linilier wealth, and that will at I'lie 
same time luiild nj) our towns and vil- 
lages instead of those in a foreign land. 
This Is the aim of the legislation re- 
cently enacted, and although it may 
temporarily interfere with tlie plans of 
a few exporters of logs, it will acliievo 
what is desired, and will not iu any 
way injure ithe interests of the mill- 
owners of British ■Columbia. Tbis is 
shown very ■clearly liy t.lie fact that )io 
iipposiliou has been nianifeste<l by them 
to tiie tiovernnient's action. Nor is 
the intrinsic value of the lands held 
by these exporters lesc-ened by the recent 
legisl.'Uion.

A kind "Providence tempers tlie wind 

to the shorn lanili," ami the little dif- 
fc'cnci's of oiiinioii that arose between 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. lilair over 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Itailway, and 
wliich compelled the lattt>r's resignation 
of lii.s seat in the Caliinet, iiave been 
smooilieil over liy Mr. Itlair's prospec- 
tive appointment to ii po.st more lucra- 
tive — if repoi'ts are true — than the 
Premiership of the Dominion. One caii- 
nol, indeed, liut marvel at the good 
foriuiie which thus attemls the career 
of tliii late ^Minister of Itaihvays und 
Canals. A few months ago it looked 
ns though that career was at nu end. 
Kven his seat for St. .Tidni might he 
lost to him. Hut all has turned out for 
the best, and the man wJio was so 
inibned with -a desire to protect the 
lier^t interests of the coimtry that ho 
.saerilieeil everything in that re.gard, now 
has within liis reach a position, the 
permanency of wliieli may bo shown 
long after his late chief and colleagues 
have been relegated to the cold shades 
of Opposition. What a moral is here 
of the reward t.iiat always follows a 
strict adherence to principle and a de- 
teiiiiiiiatioii to ignore private interests 
when they conllict wit'h the puhlie good! 
It will cause Mr. Tarle many lieart 
searcUiiigs in the effort to discover wlial 
is the moral or iiii'iilal differviiee be- 
tween him ami Mr. Hlair that lias led 
to such diverse results from conditions 
'that were not entirely ilissimilar. Hut 
then Mr. Blnir was never dtildied ■"the 
Master of the A<lininistration," although 
in sulisiantial gifts, if not in words, the 
I'ri'mier evidently holds the opinion that 
"jioUiing is too good" for him. Poor 
Mr. Tarte ! 

There appears a likelihood of several 
other changes and slinfll(..s in high 
places preparatory to the general elec- 
tion. It seems that there has been 
.some misunderstanding in regard to Sir 
Kieliard Cart wrigli t's retirement. He 
now announces tJiat although lie will not 
again seek to represent South Oxford, 
he will try no gain an easier seat, and 
presumably retain the portfolio of what 
is certainly — judging from recent ycai's— 
one of the nio.st useless deiiarliiicnts in 
the adininistratioii, ultliough in charge 
of an active minister it might be made 
of some value.
